the wages of its operatives until they 
are now conceded to be the lowest paid 
many of the important industries of 
America, has forced these operatives 
from their employment and imported to 
take their places thousands of men, 
women and children from the sections 
of Europe where the standard of living 
is lowest; and 

“Whereas, the operatives of its mills 
at Lawrence#goaded into revolt by a 
long series of oppressive acts and abuses 
ending in a iecuction of wages of fifty 
cents a week cut of an already misera le 
Wage averaging less than six dollars a 
* week, have gone on strike: and 

“Whereas, this corporation, in spite 
of the disasters to an entire community 
which have been caused by its policy 
has steadfastly refused to treat with its 
operatives; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That a committee of seven 
members be elected to investigate all of 
the facts regarding the strike and the 
relations thereto of the American Woolen 
Company, and to report their finding at 
the earliest practicable time to this 
House.” 

Indorsement of the appeal for assis- 
tance from the striking textile workers 
of Lawrence, Mass., was made today by 
the American Federation of Labor and 
an appeal for funds issued. 

In a telegram to Jolin Golden, presi- 
dent of the United Textile Workers of 
America, the federation’s executive coun- 
cil today said: 

“May success attend the protest, the 
strike and the movement.” 

The proceeds from tle appeal will be 
given to a committee of the central body 
of the A. F. of L. in Lawrence and the 
expenditures supervised by the oflicials 
of the textile workers union aftiliated 
with the federation. 


Twenty Per Cot Increase 
to Be Asked by Weavers in 
Three Mills of Lawrence 


LAWRENCE, Mass.—Twenty per cent 
increase in wages will be demanded of 


the mill owners by the weavers in the 
Wood, Ayer and Washington mills of the 
American Woolen Company group, this 
matter having been formally decided on 
at an executive meeting today. Hereto- 
fore none of the operatives have asked 
for more than a 15 per cent increase over 
the wages they received before the work- 
ing week was reduced from 56 to 54 
hours. 

Today's action of the American Woolen 
Campany Weavers, it was pointed out, is 
of deepest significance, in view of the 
conciliatory offers to its own individual 
employees. It is taken to mean that 
the weavers who met today will stick 
with the other striking operatives for 
even more than the original demands 
made of the mill owners by the unskilled 
labor. 

The dyers and finishers at the Arling- 
ton mill today voted for a 15 per cent 
increase over the pay they received for 
a 50-hour week’s work. 

The day is passing quietly with no dis- 
orders. Conditions in the mills were 
about the same as for the past few 
days. ‘ 

Following the refusal of Judge Braley 
to release Joheph J. Ettor and Arturo 
Giovanitti on a writ of habeas corpus, 
the ‘petition having been dismissed with- 
out prejudice in the supreme court in 
Boston Tuesday, counsel for the defen- 
dants today are preparing for the hear- 
ing in the local court on Friday, Judge 
Braley took the view that the trial 
judge of the superior court had power 
to admit the defendant to bail and the 
defendants should exhaust their rights 
there before resorting to the extraordin- 
ary remedy of habeas corpus. Tuesday 
was without disorder in the citv and 
the mill owners chimed gains in the 
number of operatives. The exodus of 
strikers from the city continues. 

The various skilled crafts in the mills 
continued to hold meetings today under 
the auspices of the Central Labor Union 
and after their grievances have been 
formulated on a basis of the 
possible concession they will be pre- 
sented to the mill owners by the em- 
ployees of each. 

There was no marked change in the 
situation at the opening of the mills to- 
day. At the Atlantic buildings there 


lowest 


seemed to be some increase over yester- | 


day’s figures, and it is estimated that 
possibly 400 hands may now be at work 
there, which is about one third of its 
full complement. 

Today’s meetings that have been 
called under the A. F. of L. auspices 
are expected to tell the story pretty 
conclusively whether the I. W. W. lead- 
ers. who have directed the strike since 
its inception, have the situation so well 
in hand that their position cannot be 
shaken or that the trades unionists must 
_retire with the conviction forced upon 
them that they came too late into the 
field. The two sides have aligned them- 
selves for the test, each criticizing the 
tactics of the other. 

The A. F. of L. leaders say that the 
plan of that organization is always to 
attempt a. settlement of differences be- 
fore a strike is ordered, and that no 
such endeavor has been made in this 
case. hence they are justified in taking a 
hand in the interests of those operatives 
who have been forced out by the strike. 

In a statement issuel on Tues- 
day night the national organizer 
of the Industrial Workers of the 
World resents the injection of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor into the 
strike of the textile workers.

‘conditions were common and have fur- 
|thermore insisted that where many per- 
‘sons were living in one room it was 
‘due not to actual need but to the im- 


iported practise of subletting. which was | 
indulged in even by persons who owned | 


their own houses and wished to derive 
the greatest possible revenue from them. 

“If the sanitary laws are violated in 
the tenements of Lawrence, the remedy 
is in the hands of the local authorities 
or of the state board of health. That it 
is no more necessary for the foreign 
speaking workers’ than for the English 
speaking workers to live under such 
conditions, is shown by the actual pay- 
rolls of the mills. In the winding de- 
partment of one of the large Lawrence 
establishments, wages paid’to girls from 
southern Europe who have been here long 
enough to learn the trade have ranged 
lately from $7 to 8 a week—rates which 
do not compare unfavorably with the 
earnings of many American girls in the 
great department stores of Boston. It 
should be remembered that rentals and 
necessary living expenses of every kind 
are lower in Lawrence than they are in 
Boston and its neighborhood.

$7.94, and in another vear $8.36. In the 
twisting department of another mill, the 
average weekly wages actually paid for 
an entire year were $7.74. In the same 
mill, $8.87 a week was paid in the 
reeling department.

Such lists will 
be prepared in qualtruplicate and will at 
all times be corrected up to date. One 
list will be kept in the company quar- 
ters in a place always accessible; one 
will be kept by the armorer of the 
larmory where the organization is sta- 
| tioned, and one list will be kept by each 
of two members of the organization who 
|can be most easily reached by telephone 
| either day or night. Such members shall 
be specially assigned to the duty of 
correcting such lists, and in ca8e of 
emergency it will be their duty to use 
such lists ;in the most expeditious man- 
ner for the purpose of assembling the 
organization. The names, addresses and 
telephone numbers of such members shall 
be reported to the adjutant-general at 
once, and any change therein shall be 
forthwith reported. It is recommended, 
in case of an emergency call, if arrange- 
ments can be so made, that one or more 
of the lists herein specified be taken to 
the central office of the telephone com- 
pany and distributed among different 
operators for cal.”

In New York in 1707 it served to ef- 
fect the release of the Presbyterian 
ministers Makemie and Hampton from 
an illegal warrant of arrest issued by the 
Governor, Cornbury, for preaching with- 
out a license. In New Jersey in 1710 
the Assembly denounced the writ to 
Thomas Gordon, which, they, said, was 
the “undoubted right and great privilege 
of the subject.” 

The refusal of Parliament in 1774 to 
extend the law of habeas corpus to Can 
ada was denounced by the Continental 
Congréss in September of that vear as 
oppressive, and was subsequently re- 
counted in the declaration of indepen. 
dence as one of the manifestations on 
the part of the British governor over 
the colonies. 


Whit's Proper Use 


The true use of the writ, the authority 
quoted asserts, is to cause a legal inquiry 
into the cause of imprisonment, and to 
procure the release of the prisoner where 
that is found to be illegal. If the im- 
prisonment be claimed by virtue of the 
legal process, the validity and present 
force of such processes are the only sub 
jects of investigation. 

The only ground on which the court 
Without some special statute authorizing 
it, will give relief on habeas corpus to a 
prisoner under conviction and sentence of 
another court, is the one of jurisdiction in 
such court over the person, or the cause, 
or some other matter rendering its pro- 
ceedings void. 

The person to whom the writ is directed 
is required to produce the body of the 
prisoner forthwith before the court or 
officer therein named, and to show the 
causes of the caption and detention; and 
the one imprisoned may deny any of the 
facts set forth in the return, or may 
allege other facts that may be made 
material in the case, that the facts 
may be ascertained and the matter dis- 
posed of as law and justice require. 

Local cases which come under the pro- 
visions of the act are as follows: In the 
state of Massachusetts it was shown in 
No. 71.

Micawber. Why, the list fills a column 
of characters, and a hall of. reproduc- 
tions. You cannot talk English now 
without talking Dickens. 

Dickens created a little world of 
characters, but if. you express him in 
terms of geography his world was a 
small one. I am not forgetting the 
“American Notes” or the “Uncommercial 
Traveller,” which showed him outside his 
own world and at a loss, nor vet that 
incursion into the France of the revolu- 
tion, the “Tale of Two Cities,” which 
stands curiously outside—a freak of 
genius. Geographically, Dickens has a 
country which is exclusively English. It 
is bounded on the north by Yorkshire. 
which claims still to show the original 
Dotheboys hall, on the West by Bristol, 
and on the south by bier. Dorchester 
and Canterbury on the Yoad, with Lon- 
don as the central point. He started 
from what he knew and felt as school-, 
boy, child laborer, office boy, reporter, 
player. and his world that he created is 
a world of those he knew in the most 
impressionable age. His: inability to 
organize a “plot” was pathetic, especi- 
ally as he loved the stage, frequented 
little plays at Devonshire terrace and 
dated letters from the “Theater Royal 
Back Drawing Room.” He left the plot 
of “Edwim Drood” unfinishei and many 
silly people have tried to finish that 
story with the mystery solved. But that 
is not Dickens. 


Resented Fame of Pickwick 


“It is always ‘Pickwick, ” said Dickens 
late in life, and rather sadly contem- 
plating his ticket to immortality, For 
“Pickwick” was not bis own conception, 
but something of an accident. He had 
written certain “Sketches by Boz” which 
had caught the attention of a member 
of the firm of Clapham & Hall. The 
~publishers wanted some “letterpress” 
for some drawings of the Cockney 
Sportsman by one Seymour. Letter- 
press! Would the vouthful Dickens in 
lis rooms at Furnivall’s supply it? He 
was too poor to refuse, and started at 
once on the “letterpress.” He knew 
little about sport, but he knew his line 
of country. The earlier numbers of 
“Pickwick” fell flat, until Dickens threw 
over what he did not know. Sam Weller 
caught the ear,of London, and the green 
monthly numbers of “Pickwick” hence- 
forth became triumphant. Even the 
fictional “Tom Brown” mn his schoollays 
~-gt Rugby looked for them. 

But Dickens in his heart always re- 
sented the fame of “Pickwick.” He was 
“4 pamphleteer at soul. That is why the 
bovs are celebrating his centenary, and 
the lawvers are saying nothing about It. 
Charles Dickens had a furious resent 
ment against anything he thought was 
injustice. ‘Nicholas Nickleby,” which 
had an even greater sale than “Pick: 
wick.” was a pamphlet in defense of the 
achoolbov; “Oliver Twist” is a pamphlet 
in protest against English poor laws 
“Bleak House” is a satire on the chancery 
court. And Dickens succeeded in bring- 
ing imagination to work upon customs. 
He invented characters that made the 
customs absurd. He reformed the poor 
laws with his “Oliver Twist’—asking 
for more. He let light into our law 
courts with the eternal Jarndyce vs. 
Jarndyce, and he earned the gratitude 
of boys with the study of “Dotheboys 
Hail.” | 

But the central book’? Charles Dickens 
always thought his “David Copperfield” 
his best work. And he was right. It 
contains the very essence of the suffer- 
ing, the experiencing, joyous, contem- 
plative ma: who knows. It is autobiag- 
raphy with the touch of imagination. 
“Pickwick” was an accident more or 

_ “David Copperfield” is the confes- 
sion of the life history—to date. Dickens 
put his heart into the book and reached 
his highest point therein. As @ mere

He wrote his books and sold the 
copyright—straight out—every book he 
wrote. And that is why we have organ- 
ized the celebration of Charles Dickens. 
We owe a gereral tax—something like 
a volume—to Dickens, who sold them 
outright, and enabled us to get them 
from the publishers for a penny or so. 
Charles Dickens was tidy that he 
cleared up each book as it was pub- 
lished. If he had not tidied up there 
would still have been royalties for the 
descendants. As it is, the books are in 
the hands of the publishers, in the eyes 
of the world earning comment and com- 
mendation, and the man who had made 
a new world has not founded a dynasty, 
but just tidied up and gone to rest.

His Confession 


Here follows some account of what 
he calls the sins of his youth, but as is 
frequently the case with these Puritan 
autobiographies, the hard names he calls 
himself are not at all justified by the 
facts he relates.

“I had such a love to Play with Chil- 
dren and Youth, that I did too often 
Play with them on the Lord’s Day, if | 
|could hide it from my dear relatives. 

I had a love to the Pleasure of 
| Sin and did love to®see others play, 
| though .it were on the Lord’s Day.” 
| This, of course, refers to the Sunday 
'sports and games authorized by the 
crown. Pages of exhortation intervene, 
|and then he resumes his narrative: 

“In our beginning many were in great 
Straits for want of Provision, for them- 
aml their little Ones. . We 
'did quickly build Boats and some went 
|a-fishing. But Bread was with many a 
|very scarce thing; and flesh of all kinds 
'as scare. And in those Days, in our 
| Straits, though I cannot say God sent a 
Raven to feed us, as did the Prophet Eli- 
| jah; vet this I can say to the Praise of 
rod’s glory that he sent not only poor 
}ravenous Indians (a Puritan pun) which 
came to us with their Baskets of Corn on 
their Backs to Trade with us, which was 
a good supply unto many; but also sent 
Ships from Holland and from Ireland 
‘with Provisions, and Indian Corn from 
Virginia to supply the wants of his dear 
‘children in this Wilderness, both for 
| Food and Rayment. And when Peoples 
Wants were great, not only in one Town, 
but in divers Towns; such was the Godly 
Wisdom, Care, and Prudence (not Selfish- 
ness but Self-Denial) of our Governour 
Winthrop and his Assistants, that when 
a ship came laden with Provisions, they 
did order that the whole Cargo should 
be bought for a general Stock. ; 
Thus God was pleased to care for his 
People, in Times of Straits, and to fill 
his Servants with Food and Gladness,”

‘Englishman that could speak the Indian 
language (an Old Planter) went to them 
and advised them not to come near us In 
the Night; and they harkened to his 
counse] and came not. I myself was one 
of the Centinels that first night.” 

The planter who shared his breadless 
meal with them is supposed to have been 
Thomas Walford, then settled at Charles- 
town; and who, of all the planters, knew 
enough of the Indian tongue to do them 
the other great service, it were 
William Blackstone, from Shawmut.

“If our Provision be better now than 
it was then, let us not (and do you 
Dear Children take heed that vou do 
not) forget the Lord our God. You have 
better Food and Rayment, than was in 
former Times; but have you better 
Hearts than your Forefather’s had? Ir 
so, Rejoice in that mercy, and let New 
England shout for Joy.” 

Truly, Roger Clap, of Dorchester and 
Castle Island, belonged to that class of 
people called the salt of the earth, and 
it is a pleasure to “review his bright

RIVER BEING BUILT 
TO SEA WILL othle 


QFOLD PURPOSE’ 


LOS ANGELES, Cal.—They are mak- 
jing a navigable river on the Dominguez 
rancho, a mile and a quarter beyond 
|Clearwater, that will be the first inland 
waterway forshipping in this county. 

It will be dug along the southern 
border of the ranch to the ocean, a 
distance of seven and a half miles, and 
is a private enterprise, having no con- 
nection with the Dominguez Industrial 
City. It is to serve the twofold purpose 
of marine commerce and draining thou- 
sands of acres of fertile land. Tre- 
mendous development is expected to re- 
sult. The simple work of cutting’ the 
channel will cost $150,000. | 
‘In eight months a canal 80 feet wide 
land 20 feet deep-—-later to be increased 
‘to 30 feet-—is to float lighters and 
‘barges from a rich agricultural district 
to the seaboard and to coast markets, 
‘opening an avenue of commercial de- 
ivelopment little thought of. 
| The canal, started by cwners of the 
‘Dominguez and Bixby ranches, is pri- 
| marily being cut for the drainage of 
lands now overflowed in flood season by 
the San Gabriel river. A more preten- 
‘tious plan will soon be entered upon to 
|'widen and deepen the made-to-order river 
(to make it a part of the great hgrbor 
system. The plan includes the build- 
ling of a large beet-sugar factory on 
owe Dominguez ranch. Locks may be 
built at points four and six miles from 
ithe ocean. 
| A separate dredging plan has now been 
evolved by Jotham Bixby, owner of lands 
north of the Dominguez ranch. As soon 
as the dredger finishes work on the pres- 
ent channel, its nose will probably be 
turned to work a way three miles farther 
north. 

From a point a mile and a quarter 
below Clearwater, a little to the west, 
the artificial river will have its present 
northern terminus. It will fellow the 
Rio Hondo, the dividing line between 
the Rancho Dominguez and the Rancho 
Los Cerritos, and will straighten the 
eurves of that capricious stream. 

Thousands of acres of fertile land 
now little more than swamps will be 
reclaimed. Three square miles north of 
Long Beach, now the habitat of mudhens, 

ill be the scene of homebuilding, plow-

Half the problem of taking care of the 
surging flow of water impregpated with 
silt whieh rages along the beds of the 
san Gabriel and Rio Hondo after rains— 
a condition which haa greatly bothered 
county supervisors and land owners for 
a decade—will be solved, 

When the supervisors sought the co- 
operation of the owners of the 18,000- 
acre Dominguez ranch in a plan for the 
formation of a drainage district from 
the mountains to the sea, J. M. Carson, 
general manager, and H. W. O'Melveny, 
president of the ranch company, stated 
that they were willing to take up the 
improvement work, but would do it their 
own way, 

Dredging operations are at present in- 
tended to extend only to the tidelands 
north of the harbor at Long Beach. Per- 
mission will later be sought of the war 
department to dredge through the tide 
lands near the salt works to the ocean. 
The valuable canal could not be kept free 
from the silt which comes from the San 
Gabriel range were not an adequate 
outlet secured to the sea. By the time 
the dredger reaches Wilmington street, 
the southern limits of the Dominguez 
ranch, the permission will have been ob- 
tained, it is believed. 

When the canal is completed there 
will be a fall of but eight feet between 
the old adobe and the harbor section. 
This will permit the operation of lighters 
and barges as far as the Pacific Electric 
crossing. Aside from draining the thou- 
sands of acres, the made-to-order river 
will serve as a handy means for freight- 
ing to the seaboanl the products of 
the ranches.

In discussing the point of pew sources of 
revenue for the municipality, Mayor Fitz- 
gerald, in his address to the city council, has 
brought forward a matter that seems certain 
to become a subject of serious comment 
among observant and thinking people in this 
community at an early day. The mayor 
may doubtless be considered in this instance 
as the spokesman of a large class of people 
just beginning to feel that there must be 
some good in the Henry George system of taxation and_ yet 
uncertain whether anything so generally untried, so seemingly 
revolutionary in an economic sense, even though successiully experi- 
mented with elsewhere, may be safely adopted by themselves. In 
his apparent open-mindedness on the subject the mayor 1s also tatrly 
representative of this class. We believe he is right in asking that 
the single tax be investigated by the Legislature and that he 1s right 
in predicting that the eastern United States is on the eve of a cam- 
paign of education in relation to the single tax system. 

Perhaps one of the very first things we have to learn regarding 
it is that it does not mean either a political, an economic or a social 
overturn in the sense in which that word is usually applied. [even 
in as old and as settled and as conservative a community as Boston 
the transition from the present complex system of assessment and 
taxation to the simplicity of the land-tax system need not, and, in 
all probability would not, create the slightest disturbance. It would 
simply mean the adoption of a new basis, a tangible, certain, immov- 
able basis of taxation, which in return promises, at least, the elim- 
ination of the uncertainties, the inequalities, the injustice of the 
present taxation svstem. It would mean the spreading of a-tax on 
land values which are determinable rather than on improvements 
or on personal property that may be undervalued or undiscoverable. 

It would hardly be possible under single tax to impose upon any 
class or to render any class immune from public obligations. Rather 
than to confiscate property, 1t would bring the value of real properiv 
into the light and make it subject to its share of the burden of gov- 
ernmental support. The purpose of this system is to encourage the 
industrious, the energetic, the enterprising, to prevent the drones 
from fattening at the expense of the workers.  -\nd it possesses thie 
virtue of simplicity. 

It is claimed by its advocates that single tax would be less bu 
densome than are present taxes. Since*the aim would be to make 
all property that 1s subject to. taxation contribute its full and fair 
share to the public treasury the city could, it 1s held, reasonably 
expect a larger ravenue at a lower rate. 

Single tax has not been applied so generally as yet to afford 
illustrations of its operation in sufficient number or of sufficien 
force to meet satistactorily every objection that may be raised by 
the critic-and the skeptic. The most and best that can be said for 
it is that where subjected to trial thus far it has proved successful. 
There does not appear to be any reason why, 1f it operates satis- 
factorily in Vancouver or in Edmonton, it should not operate sat- 
isfactorily in Boston. While those communities are vounger than 
this, the taxation system they have abandoned is the system that has 
been in vogue here tor centuries. Assuming what seems to be the 
fact, that the new system may be appliéd successtully to the young 
community, it ought to be possible to apply it to the community that 
through generations has been able to bring the greater part of its 
governmental machinery to a high state of efficiency.

present there appears to be no doubt as to the existence of a movement 
ji it should not be termed a conspiracy to cut off Chihuahua from the 
republic and declare its total independence. It is believed by close 
observers that 1f the movement should be general in Chihuahua it 
would be next to impossible for the Madero government under 
present circumstances to check or suppress it. 

There is one saving factor in the situation, the probability that 
General Pascual Orcezco, admittedly the moving power in Chihuahua, 
eithough courted by the revolutionaries, may decide to stand by the 
federal authority. | President Madero has faith in him, but this ts not 
shared by his, cabinet. Washington 1s convinced that Orozco has it 
Within his power to say whether there shall be peace or war in 
Chihuahua. He is today military dictator of the state and there is 
little doubt that he has absolute control of the situation. It ts to 
Orozco, then, that the world must look for a settlement of the 
disturbances in northern Mexico—for if he shall take sides with the 
iederal governmemt order must soon be restored—or for a rebellious 
movement which may end in the dismemberment of the republic. 

The United States government must, necessarily, assume a 
yeutral position, at least unless the interests of its citizens be im- 
periled, or until peace along the border on this side may be seriously 
disturbed; but it goes without saying that from the beginning it 
will use its moral influence to promote good order and unity in the 
teighboring nation.

convictions. A way must always be kept open for full voicing of 
any discontent that exists in order that the public, which 1s the final 
judge and jury, may have all the facts before it in voting upon 
policies and upon men chiefly responsible for executing them. But 
to secure this measure of freedom and speech is one thing: and to 
permit organizations of civil employees to grow up and wax strong, 
using their power to lobby with lawmakers, to intimidate politicians 
and to challenge the administrative policies of the community s 
responsible representatives, 1s quite another matter. 
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lt WOULD be difficult to exaggerate the obli- 
gation oft the world to those who provide it 
with honest humor. The drab of human 
existence is so severe that mankind's debt to 
those who mingle laughter with its tears is 
difficult to liquidate. A humorist, however, 
is something more than a wearer of cap and 
bells. He is the chronicler of the world’s 
humors as well as the wielder of its bauble. 
Aristophanes was something more than the 
inventor of the patter song, and Charles Dickens ddd not win the 
poets corner by reason of Mr. Pickwick alone. As a matter of fact, 
the evolution of Mr. Pickwick is not without its lessons. There is a 
vast difference between the general chairman of the Pickwick Club, 
with his “theory of tittlebats’’ and “speculations of the source of the 
Hampstead ponds” and the prisoner in the Fleet. 

The humor of Dickens did not decrease in the interval which, in 
the biography of Mr. Pickwick, separated the Hampstead ponds 
from the Fleet. and “the shepherd” and the elder Mr. Weller are 
not less amusing than Mr. Blotton or the cabman. What an 
immense hold the book got on the coufitry may be realized from thé 
fact that a number of brilliant Englisamen of letters once engaged 
in a mock examination over a paper on the subject set by a famous 
writer. “Pickwick” was, however, only the “Childe Harold” that 
made Dickens famous. Later there came that wonderful gallery of 
characters, whose folly was positive wisdom and who live today as 
ivpes of humanity for all time. Of course, everybody knows the 
Wax figures which attitudimzed in certain corners of the gallery, 
but every gallery has these figures. The nuisance of criticism is that 
it is more apt to dwell on the obvious than to comment on the subtle. 
vervbody knows that the pathos of; Little Paul ts false in every 
vowel, vet nobody seems to be able to write even an essay on the

novelist without discovering the tact. 
dnalyze the power of the book. 

The question whether Dickens ever drew a true gentleman or 
not seems to be generously immaterial. First, because the world has 
vet to agree as to what a true gentleman 1s, and next because. he drew 
an inimitable gallery of people about whose gentility his readers are 
not in the least concerned. They wefe men and women, redolent 
of the humor of their time; and they have left that deep impress on 
eenerations of readers which manifests itself in the sincerest form of 
flattery, prolific quotations. For Dickens knowledge of human 
nature, like Mr. Weller's knowledge ot London, “was extensive and 
peculiar.” 
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THERE are at times expressions that show a 
public impatience with the press, more 
particularly directed toward it when it seems 
to have assumed an unwarranted freedom of 
utterance. There is no doubt, and none 
should be pretended, that the right of the 
freedom of the press is sometimes abused 
and without any benefit to reader or pub- 
lisher whatever, save perhaps in the matter 
of inflated sales. We do not purpose to seek 
for the press any license whatsoever, nor claim for it any right. that 
the individual citizen may ‘not possess. But at a time when the 
people for the moment are invited by paternalism on one side and 
lack of government on the other it is our duty to point out wherein 
lies the vital importance of a free press, whatever may be the occa- 
sional lapses of particular members of it. 

That we may aid our purpose by a specific illustration we call 
attention to the second article of the secret treaty of Verona, made 
in 1822 between the members of that holy alliance whose inten- 
tions toward South American liberty called into being what men 
pow call the Monroe doctrine. By this article it was gravely recited 
that the freedom of the press was “the most efficacious means 
employed by the pretended defenders of the rights ot the nations to

thereupon bound themselves to take all steps needed “to suppress the 
freedom of the press.”’ .\ political step ot this sortis sufficient warning 
to after times to understand that the peoples right of private judg- 
nent must never be menaced by any governmental agency whatever, 
whether men call it a prince, a leoislature or a bureau erected by 
warrant of legislative enactment. .\ wrong by any other name does 
not smell as sweet: it stavs a wrong and nothing else; and the polit- 
ical scent of the citizens is nowadavs too keen not to detect that fact. 
‘The instance that we have given happens to be called that of the 
freedom of the press, but the freedom ot the press 1s the ireedom 
of the right of private, individual judgment, and this judgment ts 
expressed in many other ways than through the printed columns 
of a newspaper. | 

It follows. therefore, that all attempts through legislative enact- 
nent to curtail, control or stifle the peaceable anc loy al exercise of 
the right of private judgiment and to substitute for it an arbitrary 
enactment of a limited class of men 1s'to put a state or a country 
hack in the ranks of those that were deemed fit subjects of the rule 


of the holy alliance and to thrust into the bright light ot the twen- 


tieth century an attempt to revive the discredited methods of the 
middle ages. The fabric of mens proper liberties cannot be dimin- 
ished in any respect without disturbing the whole, and not to per- 
ceive this fact nor to deter to 1t shows an unconsciousness of the 
advance of the dignity of mankind.
